6. I talked confidentially to General Cabell about two matters involving DD/P. First, 
I sought his guidance as to what extent the Development Projects Division was expected to 
coordinate with the Support organizations like the rest of the Agency.

and talk to the Director about it. He asked me to obtain a few examples to illustrate the 
problem.

Second, I also told him that it might be appropriate for us to discuss with the Director at 
the same time the problem of the DD/P Budget. I told him that we were getting practically 
no information from DD/P and that I could not tell him or the Director whether their Bud- 
get was too high or too low. He also felt that it was important to discuss this with the 
Director on a confidential basis. 
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
